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Narrative Budget Provides Clarity to 
Priorities for the Southeast Conference

If your eyes have ever glazed over at the sight of a spreadsheet 
of numbers, or if you have gotten a headache from searching for 
understanding in a financial report, you are not alone. The good 
news is: relief is at hand! We have collaborated to develop the first- 
ever Narrative Budget for the Southeast Conference of the United 
Church of Christ (see picture of part of the Narrative). 

What is a Narrative Budget? 

A narrative budget tells a story of the ministry and program- 
ming that integrates dollars, people and mission into one portrait. 
It is vision-driven, providing glimpses of how we as a Conference 
are living out in practical ways the broad brushstrokes of our Vi- 
sion, that is: "Empowering and equipping leaders to build and 
grow the Church." 

A narrative budget does not replace the financial statement. It 
builds upon it and reshapes the same information within a story, a 
narrative. A narrative budget usually tells the story of the expenses, 
based on the assumption that income received is used to pay ex- 
penses. This story connects with "The Story" of the Christian faith, 
hopefully in the same spirit that Jesus used narrative and 
story to excite people to follow God's way. 



Narrative budgeting has encouraged your Conference lead- 
ers to highlight the theology of abundance — a theology of giv- 
ing and receiving that emphasizes the rich gifts given to us by 
God and the abundant gifts we in turn want and need to give to 
God through supporting the mission of our Conference and of 
our denomination. 

What Our Story Says 

How we spend our gifts 

When you look at our 2007 Southeast Conference Narrative 
Budget, it provides a powerful visual as well as narrative story of 
how we apply the gifts that you, the individuals among our con- 
gregations, offer this year to support the vision and mission of our 
denomination across these several Southern states. The first thing 
we see is modeling a tithe to the National setting of our United 
Church of Christ, with an ongoing commitment to giving 10% of 
our Operating Budget PLUS an additional 1% per year to Our 
Church's Wider Mission Basic Support. With the four Special Of- 
ferings you make that pass through to the National setting, as well 
as the gifts of our talented Conference staff shared with the larger 
church, our overall support exceeds 20% of our annual Confer- 
ence revenue. We also see a clear emphasis on spreading the mes-

In these days of conversation about 
the structure of the national setting of the 
United Church of Christ for more effec- 
tive mission and ministry in the name of 

Jesus Christ, 
as we, the 
Southeast 
Conference 
contemplate 
a major 

change in our 
own Consti- 
tution and 
Bylaws, and 
as I begin 
planning 
with Confer- 
ence leaders a preliminary study of the 
feasibility of a capital campaign for the 
Conference, I have been turning the 
word "covenant" over in my mind. 

We trace "covenant" back to the re- 
lationship between a people and their 
God, we use it to describe a marriage, 




the relationship between a pastor and 
congregation, and many other relation- 
ships. In the Constitution of the United 
Church of Christ, we are counseled that 
"various expressions of the church . . . 
(have) responsibilities and rights in re- 
lation to the others, to the end that the 
whole church 



for one another. 

At the same time our UCC Constitu- 
tion clearly asserts the autonomy of the 
Local Church. Often congregations mis- 
understand that autonomy to be "free- 
dom from," as opposed to "freedom to." 
As understood in our covenant with one 

another

sion. Decisions 
are made in con- 
sultation and 

collaboration.... Each expression of 
the church is called to honor and re- 
spect the work and ministry of the 
other part. Each expression of the 
church listen, hears, and carefully con- 
siders the advice, counsel and requests 
of the others." In these words, we are 
reminded of the primacy of God's mis- 
sion, and that our relationship with one 
another is one out of which we together 
equip that mission with mutual respect

autonomy

In the Southeast Conference we are 
seeking new ways to name our 
covenant, our relationship of supporting 
one another on "every leaning side." 
These are days in which we are chal- 
lenged to understand in new ways what 
it is that God is calling out of us. Our 
local congregations are finding new 



ways to understand their vocations in 
this changing time, our Conference is 
challenged to find new ways to do our 
work in a time of shifting understand- 
ings of our relationships with other set- 
tings of the church. 

As we consider the possibility of a 
capital campaign to build toward the fu- 
ture of this Conference, I believe that our 
covenant, our relationship, will be at the 
center of it. How can such a campaign 
strengthen our relationships among our 
local churches and with missions of the 
various settings of the denomination? 
How can we use this as an occasion not 
simply to strengthen those relationships 
but in turn to strengthen the United 
Church of Christ for its unique and pre- 
cious calling in this time and place? The 
leadership of the Conference and I look 
forward to your thoughts.

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How Our Church's Wider Mission Helps Your Church 

Have you ever wondered how the Conference uses your generous contri- 
butions to Our Church's Wider Mission to support your local church? One way 
is by providing consulting support for planning and visioning to local 
churches. 

Over the past two years, the Southeast Conference has dedicated significant 
time and resources to the creation of Vision for the Journey, a comprehensive 
Church Renewal program. Vision for the Journey walks local churches through 
basic problem-solving, developmental planning or frame-bending visioning, de- 
pending on the needs of each particular congregation. 

Rev. Cameron Trimble, Associate Conference Minister for Church Devel- 
opment and an Alban-trained consultant, has worked with numerous churches 
throughout the Southeast over the past few years and is currently consulting 
with four of our SEC churches as they journey through various stages of their 
renewal process. She and a team of professional consultants can work with 
your congregation to assess your specific congregational needs, collect inter- 
nal and external data about your congregation and community, help you de- 
velop identity, vision and mission statements, articulate clear goals and 
recommendations and help your church follow through on the implementation 
of your planning, too. 

One of the greatest benefits of our renewal process comes in an unex- 
pected place — as more and more churches engage in this process, they are 
finding support and natural points of connecting with other SEC churches. In 
a recent example, Central Congregational United Church of Christ in At- 
lanta, Georgia just completed a strategic planning process which yielded 
clear and exciting recommendations for their congregational vision and mis- 
sion. On the whole, their planning team learned a great deal from that expe- 
rience and now has much wisdom to share. At the same time, Church of the 
Savior (COS) in Knoxville, Tennessee had begun a visioning process in re- 
sponse to their exciting growth. As the planning team of COS began its work, 
Rev. Trimble arranged a call between these two groups, enabling the COS 
planning team to ask questions and learn from the experience of Central 
UCC. As we connect more and more of our churches throughout the Con- 
ference this way, we strengthen our own congregations and our Conference 
as a whole. 

Care and stewardship of our existing churches in the Southeast Conference is 
a priority for your Conference staff and a passion for many of our leaders. When 
your congregation is ready to learn more about Vision for the Journey, please 
contact Rev. Cameron Trimble at the Conference office in Atlanta. 
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Forming and Preparing Pastoral Leaders for God's Church 




Members of the Church and Min- 
istry Committees from all three Associ- 
ations of the Southeast Conference met 
on March 3rd and 4th in Atlanta to ex- 
plore the second draft of the Ministry 
Issues Pronouncement Implementation 
document: Forming and Preparing 
Pastoral Leaders for God's Church. 
The purpose of the meeting was to re- 
view the current draft and respond with 
feedback to the Office of Parish Life 
and Leadership, that is overseeing de- 
velopment of the document. Committee 
members discussed at length the topics 
of call covenant ., and discernment , as 
well as the meaning of authorization , 
particularly ordination and licensure, 
and the marks of readiness for authori- 
zation. The document outlines a new 
approach to what is now called "in- 



care," the process by which a potential 
candidate moves toward ordination in 
the United Church of Christ. A 
"Covenant of Discernment and Forma- 
tion" will take the place of the "in-care" 
process and become the preparation for 
all three forms of ministry authoriza- 
tion: licensure, commissioning and or- 
dination. The document is still in its 
"trial form," and will be revised pend- 
ing feedback from throughout the 
United Church of Christ. 

"Perhaps the most significant change 
in the document," says Kathy Clark, 
who facilitated the meeting, "is the shift 
in the questions committees will ask of 
themselves and the women and men 
who come before them. Rather than ask- 
ing, 'Does this candidate have a call to 
ministry,' the call to ministry that comes 



to all Christians in baptism will be as- 
sumed. Committees will ask, instead, 'to 
what ministry is this person, or this com- 
munity, called at this time?' The indi- 
vidual, his or her local church, and the 
Committee on the Ministry will then 
enter into a mutual Covenant of Dis- 
cernment around that individual's call 
and the best ways to prepare for it. The 
process becomes much more relational, 
with the potential for unexpected out- 
comes that listening for God's will and 
desire brings." 

Members of the Ministry Issues Im- 
plementation Committee, of which 
Kathy Clark and Marvin Morgan repre- 
sent the Southeast Conference, will meet 
in April 2007 to review the feedback and 
plan for the next draft of the document. 
Eventually, this document will result in 




changes to the Manual on Ministry, the 
UCC Constitution and By-laws, and the 
ways in which we prepare, develop and 
authorize leaders for God's future church. 
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m Annual Reporting to the United 
Church of Christ. Each and every con- 
gregation in the United Church of Christ 
was asked to deliver an Annual Report 
of their 2006 Local Church Information 
by March 16, 2007. The information re- 
quested includes identifying such things 
as the pastoral staff, current membership 
and changes, and such financial statis- 
tics as local operating budgets and con- 
tributions to Our Church's Wider 
Mission. Much of this information is in- 
cluded in the Yearbook of the United 
Church of Christ. Furthermore, it is 
helpful for your Conference Staff and 
lay leaders to plan and lead the activities 
of the Conference. Unfortunately, at 
the deadline only 18 of our 49 congre- 
gations of the Southeast Conference 
had returned their information, the 
lowest return rate of any Conference in 
the UCC. Since the deadline, others have 
sent their information, and we thank 
you. A list of those congregations that 
have returned their information is avail- 
able. If you are uncertain, simply con- 
tact Tim Downs at tdowns@secucc.org 
to see if your congregation has submit- 
ted their report. The Conference will 
continue to collect this important infor- 
mation, so please make sure we hear 
from you! 

■ All authorized ministers (li- 
censed, commissioned and ordained) 
serving in the Southeast Conference 
have been requested to return Infor- 
mation Review Forms that will be re- 
viewed by their respective Church and 
Ministry Committees. The Committees 
will follow up over the next several 
months with any ministers whose forms 
have not been received. 

■ We welcome Sarah Kim, co-pas- 
tor of Salim UCC, Roswell, GA, who 
has been retained part-time to serve as 
the coordinator of the TAP (Theology 
Among the People) Global Theological 
Emersion Experience. This is a trip to 
Thailand in January, 2008, and will be 
done in consultation with Lancaster The- 
ological Seminary. 



■ We also welcome Alan Roof, re- 
cently ordained as chaplain at Shepherd 
Rehabilitation Hospital, who has joined 
the staff of the Conference for 4 hours 
per week to coordinate the noteworthy 
response we have had to the Still Speak- 
ing Initiative. Alan will work with SE 
Conference congregations to help them 
use this Initiative effectively to extend 
their outreach.

An Immersion Trip to Thailand, January, 2008

Theology Among the People (TAP) is a program of theo- 
logical education designed to help laypeople discern their 
own theologies and develop their ministerial skills within an 
intentional learning community. TAP Global Theological Ini- 
tiative is a unique aspect of the TAP program, focusing on 
global theological issues in developing theology with global 
awareness. 

The recent grant funding by the E. Rhodes and Leona B. 
Carpenter Foundation for the TAP program enables the South- 
east Conference to launch its first global theological immer- 
sion trip to Thailand in January 2008. The trip is being 
coordinated among the Southeast Conference of the United 
Church of Christ, Lancaster Theological Seminary, and the In- 
stitute for the Study of Religion and Culture at Payap Univer- 
sity, Chiang Mai, Thailand. 

Associate Conference Minister and TAP program director 
Rev. Kathy Clark, and Immersion Trip Coordinator Rev. Sarah 
Kim, extend an invitation to all TAP participants, graduates, 
and facilitators who are interested in participating in this ex- 
citing opportunity. It will be an intensive two-week long im- 
mersion in Thailand, focusing on issues of inter-and 




intra-religious dialogue, conflict resolution, and peace-build- 
ing. While details of the trip are still being finalized, as many 
as 10 participants from the Southeast and 10 from Lancaster 
Theological Seminary are expected to participate. There is also 
limited scholarship funding available for those who qualify.

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sage of the StillSpeaking God in New 
Church Starts and Renewing and Affil- 
iating Churches — nearly one-third of 
Conference expenses are dedicated 
here. Education and Leadership is the 
next largest commitment of funds, with 
24% of the Conference budget going to 
support Theology Among the People 
(TAP), Leadership Development, and 
Continuing Education for our Clergy. 
Again, it is easy to see how your sup- 
port is "Empowering and equipping 
leaders to build and grow the Church." 
Less than one-quarter of the operating 
budget is expending on administrative, 
governance, and communication ex- 
penses. 

Where do our gifts come from? 

Of course, all our gifts come from 
God. Our congregational commitments 
to Our Church's Wider Mission Basic 
Support is no less than the measure of 
our commitment to our United Church 
of Christ, in both regional and national 
settings. We are demonstrating our grat- 
itude for God's abundance by giving 
back a portion of our gifts to our 
churches, and in turn to our denomina- 
tion. However, our OCWM Basic Sup- 
port contributions account for only 
one-third of the revenue of the Southeast 
Conference. Our churches presently give 
an average of just under 3% of their

Annual Operating Budgets to Our 
Church's Wider Mission, with a range of 
giving from 0% to 16%! Despite this 
range, it is notable that our Southeast 
Conference has 10 congregations that 
are "Covenant Keeper" congregations, 
that tithe at least 10% to OCWM. We 
may be one of the smallest Conferences 
but we are a leader in proportion of 
tithing congregations. 

Our Conference staff in 2006 per- 
formed some impressive "magic" by 
achieving 100% positive response to 
their applications for external grants to 
support the work of the Conference. 
Those grants monies in 2007 account for 
well over one-third of the revenue for 



the Conference. Restricted endowments, 
fees and special gifts account for the im- 
portant remaining third of the Confer- 
ence revenue.
